LEAD: "VANCE BROUGHT HIS ME MISSION TO JORDAN TODAY, STILL 
PUBLICLY HOLDING OUT THE HOPE THAT A GENEVA PEACE CONFERENCE

OF HAT."

YEAR UNTIL END OF TRIP, IF THEN.

ANALYSIS PIECE: VANCE ARRIVED IN JORDAN TO SAVAGE EDITORI- 
AL CRITICISM OF AMERICAN DIPLOMACY, THEY FEEL FAVORS 
ISRAEL. IN DAMASCUS, ASSAD SEEMINGLY REJECTED VANCE'S 
PROPOSAL OF WORKING GROUP WITHOUT PLO, YET PRIVATELY 
ASSAD WAS SAID TO HAVE SHOWN SOME FLEXIBILITY. IN EGYPT, 
SADAT APPEARED TO BACK-STEP, SAYING HE NEVER INTENDED TO 
SACRIFICE RIGHTS OF PALESTINIANS. ALL SEEMED TO LEAVE 
IDEA OF WORKING GROUPS AS ABANDONED CHILD, INCLUDING VANCE
